Response to Amendment 

1 . Claims 22-42 are pending on this application. 
Claims 1-21 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 22-42 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

For claims 22-42, the prior arts failed to teach or fairly suggest the claim limitations: 
Claims 22- 31 : monitoring a status of a Gs link between a Serving GPRS Support Node 
(SGSN) and a Mobile Switching Center (MSC); sending a Gs status message to a Base Station 
Controller (BSC) indicating the status of the Gs link; selecting an operation mode from a 
plurality of operations modes based on the Gs status message, wherein each of the plurality of 
operation modes specifies which one of a plurality of channels to use for circuit-switched pages 
and which to use for data packet pages. 

Claims 32-38: the BSC configured to receive a Gs status message indicating a status of 
a Gs link between a Serving GPRS Support Node (SGSN) and a Mobile Switching 
Center (MSC); the BSC configured to select an operation mode from a plurality of 
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operation modes based on the status of the Gs sent to the BSC, wherein each of the 
plurality of operation modes specifies which one of a plurality of channels to use for 
circuit-switched pages and which to use for data packet pages. 

Claims 39-42: receiving a Gs status message indicating the status of a Gs link between a 
Serving GPRS Support Node (SGSN) and a Mobile Switching Center (MSC); selecting an 
operation mode from a plurality of operations modes based on the received Gs status message 
and based on a list of preferred operation modes, wherein each of the plurality of operation 
modes specifies which one of a plurality of channels to use for circuit-switched pages and which 
to use for data packet pages. 

35 U.S.C. 101 issue 

Claims 22-42, are not subjected to 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection under Re Bilski 88 USPQ2d 
1385, in view of the fact that, the recited steps or acts to be performed are tied to particular 
machine (i.e. Base Station Controller (BSC), General Packet Radio Service (GPRS) and Serving 
GPRS Support Node (SGSN)).
